NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — A 
congressional report on child 
delinquency has just been re- 
leased and the consensus of it 
is that while delinquency is 
probably over-publicized, it 
remains a serious national 
and local problem. 


The subcommittee investigating 


delinquency was headed by Sena- 
tor Robert C. Hendrickson (R), 
New Jersey. 


In Bumming up its findings to 


date, the subcommittee stresses 
that there is a serious lack of ef- 
fective methods to handle juvenile 
problems. 


And the Mibcommittee points 


an accusing tinge/1 at the various 
communities where there is a 
lack of trained worker* and 
funds to cop* with the situation. 
* * * 


Of course when the subcommit- 


tee spHaks of this lack of trained 
workers at the community level, it 
is speaking also of Lee county, Illi- 
nois. Yes, that's us! 


It's probably a fact that we 


upend more to control weeds 
along our highways than we 
spend to direct the rehabilitation 
of our wayward youth. And cer- 
tainly we are not alone. 


Our probation system is as out- 


dated aa the washboard and the 
astounding thing about it i» that 
we all know it!* • • 


The findings of the subcommit- 


tee points up the fact that there 
is not one single cause for delin- 
quency and that it flourishes at all 
levels of society. The report states 
that "no child is born delinquent." 


One Important section of the re- 


port mentions as contributing 
factors "the materialism of our 
age, with It* emphasis upon get- 
ting ahead and financial Huccess" 
and subjecting children "to great 
strain and oftentimes frustra- 
tion." 


The subcommittee was told by 


many authorities that truancy was 
one of the early symptoms of de- 
linquency and that "an immediate 
investigation in the cause of such 
truancy" might help prevent a de- 
linquent career.* • * 


Lee county's courts are served 


by two probation officers, one in 
county court and the other in cir- 
cuit court. Both are part-time em- 
ployes. By reason of the salary in- 
volved neither can devote suffi- 
cient time to studying delinquency 
or probation problems. 


Lee county should consolidate 


its probation offices, hire a full- 
time, qualified probation officer 
at a reasonable salary and go to 
work on our juvenile problem 
with modern tools. 


This community is no better, no 


worse, than'others injnattert of 
juvenile delinquency. 


But we owe it to ourselves to 


meet the rising challenge of de- 
linquency in an Intelligent, logical 
manner. 


It'e time that we devote some 


attention to the weeds that spring 
up in the flower bed that Is our 
youth.

but drove two bank robber* out 
of the state into Missouri after the 
holdup, knowing that they had 
committed UN crime.

returned to Dixon to make a per- 
sonal report to the various taxing 
bodies which hired him last year to 
handle the job. 


Several months ago, he was 


scheduled to meet with local au- 
thorities but was unable to do so 
because of bad weather and a 
minor auto accident. 


Merrick indicated Kincaid would 


bring the planners up to date on 
the master plan. The Chicago firm 
was hired in September, 1953, by 
the city council, the township, and 
the park board. 


The entire job is expected to be 


completed by February, 1955. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the job is 
believed done* 


Merrick said today Kincaid an- 


ticipates that work will move 
along much faster now that ground 
work is laid in designing the mas- 
ter plan.

CHAMPAIGN, 111. (A—A group of University of Illinois students 


called off their plan to begin picketing today at barber shops which 
they say refuse to serve Negroes. 


The decision to call off the pick- 


eting was reached Monday after a 
conference between representatives 
of the student-community •human 
relations council, the university 
and State's Atty, John J. Bresee 
of Champaign county. The council 
consists of students, faculty mem- 
bers and townspeople. 


Refuse Service 


The council said some barbers 


refused to serve Negroes. Some 
council members had polled shop 
owners, asking if they were willing 
to serve Negroes. The result* of 
the survey were not announced. 
but the council said it planted t» 
picket barber shore wale* de- 
clined to reply to Its question***. 


The confertne* Monday agrni 


to let the state's attorney investi- 
gate "during an Interim ptrtod 
exModinc no loafer than April ft." 


Bresee also agreed to "institute 
action against those barber shops 
found still discriminating in viola- 
tion of the law" after April 25. 


The council agreed to cease 


"picketing, leafleteering or agitat- 
ing of any type" during the mora- 
torium. 


In "Bent Interest"

Argentina-Born

LOS ANGELES UP}— 


Crooner Dick Haymes, ac- 
cused of illegally entering the 
United States after a visit 
with Rita Hayworth in Hono- 
lulu last year, today was or- 
dered deported to his native 
Argentina. 


Disl. Director H. R. Landon of 


the U. S. Immigration and Natur- 
alization Service announced: 


"This order is final and a de- 


portation warrant will be issued 
forthwith. 


Can Appeal 


"However, the order is appeal- 


able within 15 days to the Board 
of Immigration Appeals in Wash- 
ington, D. C., in which event de- 
portation will be stayed pending 
disposition of such appeal." 


Landon's announcement, handed 


to newsmen and containing the re- 
sult of hearings here and in New 
York, said: 


"Special Inquiry Officer Joseph 


A. Dummel found that Haymes be- 
came an alien ineligible to citizen' 
ship because of having filed an 
application for exemption as a 
neutral alien and such exemption 
having been granted and that, upon 
his return to the continental United 
States from Hawaii on June 7, 1953, 
he was excludable by law at that 
time. 


"Accordingly, he was found de- 


portable under Section 241A Q of 
the Immigration and Nationality 
Act of 1952. 


"The special inquiry officer also 


found that Haymes had failed to 
furnish notification of his address 
during January 1953, and did not 
establish that the failure to do so 
was reasonably excusable or was 
not wilfull. 


Marries Rita 


The crooner has since "married 


the movie star, whom he visited in 
Honolulu last June. They are now 
in New York City. 


His lawyer called it "cruel and 


inhuman banishment" and' said 
Haymes will fight it to the United 
States Supreme Court if necessary.

Open Lee, Ogle 
Highway Bids 


State Begins Huge 
Road Improvements 


The state division of highways 


will open bids on improvements 
today in Lee and Ogle counties as 
part of the largest single highway 
letting in state history, according to 
Edwin A. Rosenstone, state direc- 
tor of Public Works and Buildings. 


Included m the Lee-Ogle project 


will be 7.30 miles of concrete wid- 
ening and 0.96 mile of concrete 
base course-on U. S. Rt. 51 from 
First avenue in Rochelle southerly 
to within three miles of U. S. Rt. 
30. Approximately 8.28 miles of 
bituminous concrete 
resurfacing 


will be included in the flame pro- 
ject. 
, 


In Ogle county, improvements 


amount to 12.27 miles of concrete 
widening and 2.61 miles of con- 
crete base course on U. S. 51 from 
Ihe Ogle-Winnebago county line 
southerly to Rochelle, and 15.1 
miles of 'bituminous concrete "re- 
surfacing on the same project. 


Also in Ogle county, the state 


will furnish and install a flashing 
beacon traffic signal at the norther- 
ly intersection of State Rt. 64 and 
State Rt. 26. 


The total estimated cost of im- 


provements throughout the state 
is $17,500,000. 


Proposed projects involve work 


on approximately 138 miles of road- 
way in 24 Illinois counties, Rosen- 
stone said. 


He added that less than $2 million 


of the letting represents jobs be- 
ing readvertised because previously 
submitted proposals were rejected 
as too high. 


The bid opening today is the 


third since the first of the year. 


The combined total of these three 


letting? aggregates slightly more 
than $27 million, Rosenstone said. 


"In other words, in the first 


quarter of 1*54, we will have taken 
bids on 32 pei; cent of the $84,500,- 
000 program which Governor Strai- 
ton has set up as the construction 
goal for this year," he concluded.

WASHINGTON Wl— Sen. Chavez 


(D-NM) appeared today to have 
clinched the New Mexico Senate 
seat from which Republicans have 
been attempting to oust him. 


With a vote scheduled later in 


|he day on a move to declare the 
seat vacant as a result of alleged 
irregularities in the 1952 election, 
Democratic lieutenants reported 
all of their 48 members on hand. 


Republicans had three absentees, 


including Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) 
who flew to California Monday 
night to be present when an opera- 
tion iff performed on his father to- 
day. 


With the vote expected to follow 


party lines fairly closely, both 
sides conceded privately that Cha- 
vez will retain his seat. 


FBI Warns 
Of Atomic 
Smuggling 


Hoover Describes 
Probable Weapon; 
Alerts Law Officers 


WASHINGTON UP} — The 


justice department 
today 


made public a circular sent to 
all U. S. law enforcement of- 
ficials by FBI Director J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, requesting an 
alert against the 
possible 


smuggling of small atomic 
weapons into this country by 
enemy agents. 


To assist local police in recog- 


nizing atomic w e a p o n s which 
might be carried by an individual. 
Hoover gave a description of what 
such devices are likely to look like. 
He conceded at the same time that 
it would be impossible to describe 
exactly what form a foreign atom- 
ic bomb might take. 


Gun Barrel Device 


"In the first case we would look 


for some kind of gun barrel device 
using high explosives to blow one 
piece of fissionable material from 
the breech end of the gun down 
through the barrel into another 
piece of fissionable material firmly 
anchored in the muzzle end of the 
gun. 


"In the second case, we would 


look for a device using high explo- 
sives to squeeze fissionable mate- 
rial." 


He noted that the latter device 


would involve the principle of "im- 
plosion"—a burst inward as con- 
trasted with the bursting outward 
of an explosion. 


The letter called attention to the 


fact that the fissionable material 
is either uranium or plutonium, 
which weigh half again as much as 
lead. He said 50 pounds of such 
materials, in spherical shape, 
would be about the size of a soft- 
ball. He added: 


Can Be Coated 


"Since both of these materials 


can be coated with other metals or 
plastics and can be machined into 
all sorts of shapes, we should be 
especially alert regarding any ar- 
ticle that is extremely heavy for its 
size. Pieces which might be smug- 
gled would probably be of a size 
that could be carried on the per- 
son. 


"The gun barrel type device will 


probably be made of steel. The 
diameter of the bore of such a gun 
barrel would probably not be less 
than 2 inches or more than 10 
inches. 


"It is possible of course that the 


gun tube and the two breech blocks 
may be carried AS three separate 
pieces." <•

when a one-story brick wall collapsed on them as they fought a garage 
blaze on the near West side. 


The men were trapped while 


they were attempting to smash 
holes in the roof and wall of the 
biasing building to ventilate the 
fire'ftnd permit accurate direction 
of high pressure water streams 
into the basement. 


The dead were identified as 


Howard Mitchell, 45. of Engine 
Co. «, and Frank J. Catalano, U, 
of Hook and Ladder Co. No. 8. 


Rudy Staska, driver of a Chi- 


cago Transit 
Authority utility 


truck, said he saw two men on 
the roof Just before tit* wair 
trickled and collar***, *bow*rt*ff 
bricks on a cluster of firemen. At 
least eight were buried In the nib- 
ble, Staska said. 


He, a fellow CTA worker, Larry 


Heise, and firemen dug frantically 
with bare hands to free the trap- 
ped men, getting all out in about 
10 minutes. 


One of the injured firemen who 


was buried, Richard Sullivan, 23, 
said "I prayed and screamed, 
'Here I am. Here I am!' Then 
they dug me out and I went on 
praying." 


Thomas Powers, second deputy 


fire marshal, said the cause of the 
fire, which did 190,000 damage to 
a garag* building at OO W. Taylor 
St., was not determined. Tha 
building was owned by the Rocco 
Tzso Co. It adjoin* a throe-story 
building previously burned out by 
a fir*.

Subcommittee Okays 
Televising of Army, 
McCarthy Showdown 


WASHINGTON C3»)—Sen. 


McCarthy (R-Wis) said today 
ic is giving up any vote in 
connection with his senate 
subcommittee's investigation 
of his row with army offi- 
cials. But he said he retains 
the right to cross-examine 
witnesses. 


McCarthy said he had removed 


himself completely from voting— 
on procedural matters as well MI 
the issues in dispute between him 
and Secretary of the Army Stev- 
ens. 


"I am not voting on anything," 


he said. 


Asked whether he •would be will- 


ing to get off the subcommittee 
during the investigation, McCarthy 
said that "I am not a member Bow 
so far as any voting goes." 


'•Same Right" 


McCarthy said that, while he 


would not vote, "as long as I re- 
main on the subcommittee, I have 
the same right to cross-examine M 
any other senator." 


He said that if the other senator* 


wanted to put another senator on 
the subcommittee during the probe, 
"I have no objection." 


But he insisted that he wanted 


the right to cross-examine, and he 
said army officials should have the 
same right. 


McCarthy made the statement at 


a news conference 
held amid 


mounting pressure from Republi- 
can leaders for him to step off the 
subcommittee completely while it 
makes its inquiry. 


McCarthy met with reporters aft- 


er a closed door session of the sub- 
committee to discuss its plans for 
the inquiry. 


One Decision 


The subcommittee meeting pro- 


duced only one conclusive decision: 
It was agreed unanimously that 
television coverage of the public 
healings will be permitted. 


Sen. Mundt (R-SD), acting chair- 


man, announced also that: 


1. A "subcommittee on ground 


rules" headed by Sen. Dirksen (R- 
[11) was created. The other mem- 
bers are Sens. Potter (R-Mich) and 
Symington (D-Mo). 


2. Sen. Jackson (D-Wash) was 


added to the team of Mundt and 
Sen. 
McClellan (D-Ark) which is 


attempting to line up a special 
counsel for the inquiry. 


Mundt said Dirksen's group and 


iis own have only advisory pow- 
ers and cannot bind the full sub- 
committee. 


Speed Start 


He described the actions as tak- 


en in the interests of speeding the 
start of the hearing under rule* 
that would make the inquiry "com- 
pletely, totally and demonstrably 
fair." 


Mundt said he and McClellan 


jave the subcommittee a report on 
the turndown they had received in 
overtures to William J. Jameson, 
president of the American Bar 
Assn. to take the counsel job.

Using Extra Acres 


URBANA->-H you plant'your di- 


verted corn acres to legumes and 
grasses, you'll be ready for a va- 
riety of livestock programs. And 
you'll build up soil fertility at the 
same time. 


On a four-or five-year rotation 


with stand-over legumes, you can 
increase livestock numbers. 


A. L. Neumaitn, beef cattle spe- 


cialist at the University of .Illinois, 
says these six livestock programs 
will economically utilize added le- 
gume-grass acreage: 


1. Simply enlarge existing cow 


herds or yearling programs. 


2. Buy light yearling steers in 


early fall to go on new seedings. 
Put up hay or silage in the early 
fall from some of the acreage. 


3. Buy open heifers or bred two- 


year-old heifers and dry cows in 
the early fall to start the cow-calf 
program on new seedings. Put up 
hay or silage in the early fall off 
some of the acreage. " 


4. Make hay or silage out of 


oats or out Of a light cutting of the 
new seeding in the early fall. Buy 
steer calves to rough through the 
winter and graze next summer. 


5. Buy western ewes to go on 


the new seedings and stubble. Run 
about three to six ewes on each 
acre, depending on the stand of 
the legumes and grasses. Put up 
hay or silage in the early., fall., 


6. Buy western feeder lambs to 


put on stubble and new seedings. 


Urges Care in 
Using Gasoline 
~ 
• 


URBANA—There's a lot more to 


filling a tractor's gas tank—and 
doing it safely—than just pouring 
in the fuel, says Wendell Bowers, 
University of Illinois agricultural 
engineer. 


Whenever gasoline comes into 


contact with air, highly explosive 
vapors are formed. A pint of gaso- 
line mixed with air has the power 
of nearly 11 pounds of dynamite. 
Careless handling of gasoline- 
overfilling the tank or spilling the 
fuel—increases the chance of a 
dangerous, costly explosion and 
fire. 


Gasoline vapors are three times 


heavier than air and are invisible. 
Bowers says. This makes it im- 
portant that you have your tanks 
outside of buildings so that fumes 
cannot collect in large quantities. 


Shut off the tractor before fuel- 


ing, and take special care to avoid 
overfilling the tank. If you do spill 
gasoline on the tractor, wait at 
least 10 minutes before starting the 
engine so that the gasoline can 
evaporate.

Many young farmers have start- 


ed farming for themselves during 
the past ten years. A large propor- 
tion of these young families feel 
that times are pretty tough. They 
find that bills are harder to pay 
than they were five years ago. 
They are having to buy more care- 
fully1 and in many cases adjust to 
a lower standard of living. 


While the younger folks feel 


pinched—the popular word now 
is "squeezed"—-mom and dad may 
look on and wish that they could 
have had things as good when they 
were younger. 


How does the present farm situ- 


a t i o n compare 
with prewar? A 
recent report on 
the farm cost sit- 
uation, from the 
United States De- 
partment of Ag- 
riculture, 
pr->- 


vides many an- 
swers to t h i s 
question. L e t ' s 
check some of 


L. H. SIMERL the changes since 


1940. That year was typical of the 
better years of the 1930's, and it 
was the last year before the war- 
time inflation set in. 


Average prices of things farmers 


use in production are about double 
those of 1940. Total production ex- 
penses have jumped from $6.6 bil- 
lion dollars to $22.6 billion, or have 
been multiplied 3.4 times. 


Farms today have one-fifth few- 


er workers than they had in 1940, 
but these one-fifth fewer workers 
produce 30 per cent more total out- 
put. 
' 
. 


Hour for hour, the 1953 farm 


workers turned out 57 per cent 
more than the 1940 workers did. 
On«a man-for-man basis, farmers 
today produce two-thirds m o r e 
than did the farmer of 1940. If we 
have not slipped up somewhere in 
our figures, the average farm 
worker put in about eight per cent 
more hours in 1953 than in 1940. 


Each hour of farm work in 1953 


brought in 3.85 times as much 
gross farm income as in 1940. 
Farmers who hired labor in 1953 
paid wage rates four times as high 
as those of 1940. Probably no group 
of wage earners in the United 
States has had such large propor- 
tional wage increases as farm 
laborers. 


Cost of living (consumers' price 


index) has not quite doubled, so 
the wages of hired farm workers 
buy about twice as much as before 
the war. 


In 1953, average prices received 


by farmers were equal to 92 per 
cent of parity compared with 81 
per cent in 1940. 


The total net income of all farm 


operators would buy about 30 per

cent more in 1953'than in 1940. But 
the number of operators and other 
family workers declined by one- 
fifth from 1940 to 1953. ThiS makes 
the buying power per family work- 
er about two-thirds greater in 1953 
than in 1940. 


Farmers often ask about how 


other groups are doing. Here are 
some figures for comparison: 


Average factory workers earned 


$25.20 a week in 1940 and about 
$71.50 in 1953. The buying power of 
the workers' dollar, shrank 48 per 
cent during this period. Thus the 
wages of the factory worker in- 
creased 
one-half in 
purchasing 


power from 1940 to 1953. 


Coal miner's pay averaged about 


$25 a week in 1940 and $86 in 1953. 
The purchasing power of his week- 
ly earnings increased 
b,y 
four- 


fifths, but he worked one-fourth 
more hours to earn his pay. For 
the wages earned in an hour, the 
miner could buy about 60 per cent 
more in 1953 than in 1940.

This inability to come to the 


point doesn't irritate us. We just 
say affectionately, "My, but your 
yes art. Digger than your stom- 
ach." 


Well, their ears are just as poor 


at selecting as their e\es. 


Which is why Adela JS unim- 


pressed by her mother's scolding. 
From the touent of words she de- 
fines as "hollering," she cannot 
come to any clear and precise point 
of her parent's wish. 


I hope we'll think about this. And 


if Jimmy leaves his bike in the 
drive again, think twice before we 
sav, "Will you never learn to take 
care of your things? How do you 
expect daddy to put the car in the 
garage with that thing in his way?

A family 
tendency to the disease is fairly 
common. Unusually 
bright 
chil- 


dren and those with a "highly- 
strung" nervous system appear to 
be particularly susceptible It is 
probably related in some way to 
rheumatic fever. 


The disease is somewhat more 


common in gals than m boys and 
affects principally those "between 
five and 15 years of age. Some 
children with early signs of chorea 
do not appear to be ill but merely 
more awkward than usual. They 
are often scolded by their p<uents 
or teachers for dropping things and 
and showing other signs of poor 
muscular control without realiza- 
tion of the fact that it is illness 
and not intention which is respon- 
sible. 


In mild cases the geneial health

WASHINGTON Wl—A nationwide 


civil defense exercise, featuring 
mock atomic attacks on 42 selected 
critical 
target 
areas, 
was an- 


nounced for June 14-15 by the Civil 
Defense Administration today. 


"Operation alert," designed to 


disclose weaknesses and improve 
efficiency of civil defense organi- 
zations at all levels, will involve 
all 48 states, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
Alaska and the 10 provinces of 
Canada. 


For purposes of the test, it will 


be assumed that aircraft carrying 
atomic weapons will attack the 
continental U n i t e d States and 
Alaska, and that guided missiles 
with atomic warheads 
will be 


launched from submarines on Ha- 
waii and Puerto Rico. 


Other federal agencies, including

The final count, on the basis of 


10 points for each first-place bal- 
lot, nine for second, eight for 
third, etc., gave Kentucky 1,110 
points and LaSalle 1,078. Holy 
Cross drew 914 points and Indiana 
835 


Declined NCAA 


Kentucky won 25 straight games 


during the regular season, includ- 
ing a playoff with Louisiana State 
for the Southeastern Conference 
championship, but declined to en- 
ter the NCAA Tournament, for 
which it qualified automatically, 
The reason was that three post- 
graduate players, eligible for con- 
ference competition, were not elig- 
ible under NCAA regulations. 


The influence of postseason tour- 


nament results was seen in La- 
Calle's rise to second place at the 
finish. The Explorers were in and 
out of the first 10 during the regu 
lar season.

•to the defense Of Japan. 


Marine Maj. Roland M. Daly of 


Spokane, Wash., reported sealing 
off two caves, one with 600 bodies 
and the second with up to 1,400. 
Although his estimates were hasty 
and probably high, demolition men 
reported finding some bodies in al- 
most every big cave. 


The caves are littered with old 


• and dangerous ammunition and ex- 
•-•: plosives. 
-• Chaplain Capt. George S. Bieber, 


Williamsburg, Pa1., has made an 
extensive study of the underground 
positions since he came to the is- 
land in October 1953. He 
has 


mapped 18 fantastic underground 
honeycombs scattered over the five 
mile long island. He had made no 
effort to map the hundreds of 
smaller caves. 


Some Suicide 


Many bodies rest where men 


committed suicide. Some line pas- 
sageways where they were placed 
In an effort to keep the Marines 
from determining the extent of 
Japanese casualties. Some wound- 
ed were apparently simply aban- 
doned to die. Some are found in 


the bunks carved in the side of 
the caves. 


The caves are oppressively hot 


and sulphur fumes fill many. 


The intense heat and the sulphur 


fumes may have preserved some 
bodies. 


When the island fell, Marines 


sealed off hundreds of caves. 


Erosion and earthquakes reopen 


the passages. Blasting to seal one 
entrance may reopen others. And 
the depths of many of the caves 
have never been reached. One 
blast recently set off a chain re- 
action and explosions 
continued 


for hours.

McCarthy Made Chairman 
Through Seniority System

WASHINGTON I* - Sen. Mc- 


Carthy reached his present posi- 
tion of power—chairman of a Sen- 
ate s u b c o m m i t t e e 
investi- 


gating Communist in the govern- 
ment—through the seniority sys- 
tem. 


When the Wisconsin Republican 


first came to the Senate in 1947, 
he was assigned to what was then 
the Committee on Expenditures in 
Executive Departments, as well as 
to the Banking Committee. 


McCarthy's chief interest then 


was housing, handled by the Bank- 
ing Committee. Looking for Com- 
munists doesn't seem to have been 
even a gleam in his eye in 1947. 


Five Ahead 


Five other Republicans were on 


the committee ahead of McCarthy. 
One of them, Sen. ^Aiken of Ver- 
mont, was chairman since the Re- 
publicans had a majority in Con- 
gress. 


McCarthy had won his Senate 


seat from Sen. LaFollette of Wis- 
consin, in 1946. LaFollette was one 
of the authors of the congressional 
reorganization act that year. 


Because of this act the work of 


the expenditures committee waa 
expanded and, as its investigative 
arm, it had a subcommittee to 
study government operations at all 
levels. 


Sen. 
McClellan of Arkansas be- 


came chairman of the full expendi- 
tures committee in 1949 when the 
Democrats won a congressional 
majority. By that time McCarthy

v front activities. 


Dr. Matthews' claims in a maga- 


zine article last year that Protes- 
tant clergymen supported the Com- 
munist apparatus created a fuore 
that brought considerable criticism 
upon him, leading to his resigna- 
tion from the McCarthy committee 
post.

McClellan could have made him 


self chairman of the investigating 
subcommittee. Instead, he named 
Sen. Hoey (D-NC) chairman of it. 
Hoey won praise for the fairness 
of his investigations, few or none 
of which involved Communist-hunt- 
ing. 


In 1952 the name of the Com- 


mittee on Expenditures in the Ex- 
ecutive Departments was changed 
to the Committee on Government 
Oprations. Under the new name 
McClellan's committee had even 
broader powers than before. 


It could look into practically any- 


thing that involved government 
operations. But it was also in 1952, 
in the November elections, that 
the Republicans won control of 
congress again. 


So when the Republicans took 


over in 1953 McCarthy automatical- 
ly became chairman of' the Com- 
mittee on Government Operations 
and also took on the chairman- 
ship of its investigations subcom- 
mittee.
